was elected to serve @ seventh rterm, but did
not, be haviug been honored by beine chosen,
in 1841, for a full term of six years to ths Senwte,
Under President Tuylor's adminwstration he was
for a long time Chairman of the Commitiee of
Finance, and also Chairman of the Commission
on Mexican clsims, Subgcquently he degiined
the Chargeehip to Niecaragua, Commissioner on
Calitornia lands, and several otber lmportant
trusts and posts of high position, which were
pressed upon him to accept, In 1852 he was

elected Allorney-General of Maine, and held

the oilice three years, On the downfall of the

Whig party, altbough he identified himselt with

Demucratic party, be withdrew rom public lite
altopether, oevoling himeelf up 1o the last mo-
ments of his fatal sickness to the praetice of his
protession. _

The career of Mr. Evans in the halls of Con-
gress not only redounded 10 the nonor of his
gonstituents gnd to his native State, but to the
whole country, He wus the peer of Clay,
Websier, Oalhoun, and otber great minds that
held conspicuons  runk, Mr. Webster re-
peatedly declared that Mr, Evans was second to
a0 other man, and on one oceasion be lntro-
guced him to an audience as ‘ the atar in the
Eust.” o befitting comphiment, He cousldered
his tnancial abilitics of the nlabest order, and
gurpasced by pone, not even Gal'atin or Uraw-
h;f. Mr. Evans' speeches on the tarifl and
sther momentous questions which came up for
debate while he was In Covgress placed bhim
mong the loremost statesmen, His clear and
forcible argumentation, bis  eloquent and
mpussioned  rhetorle,  the unpreagive-
mess and  sincerity of his waoner, inspired
reverence aod corfidence not easily shakeu,
He was o firm snd steadfast friend ot the Con-
titution of the United Btates, aud the policy he
fnculeated when on the stage of action was (hat
of & putriot. He clong with enthusiustic atiach-
ment to the landmarks of the fathers, and 1o
vhatever measures he advocated he gave the
